Our own belief is that circumstances almost 
force children to become untruthful, Let us 
look at the delicate organization of a young 
child—its tender frame—its snsceptible mind 
vrits utter powerlessness against’ tyranny— 
its weakuess and its ignorance. Gun we ex- 
pect from children a nerve and courage which 
we do not ourselves possess? Does the fear | 
of man, with us, nover bring @ snare, or lead | 
usinto a breach of truth?

And if we 
matured beings feel a fear that leads us into 
error, how gentle should we be to the young 
who suffer from it.

of England and France dispatched to the 
shores of the Crimea a powerful and war 
like oxpedition, to exterminate and destroy. 
In a montli or'two an expedition will sail 
from the shores of this country for the 
same destination, but unlike ‘the oxpedition 
first’ named, its: purpose js to rescue and 
} preserve. 

It has been before briofly stated that Mr. 
John B. Gowen, of Boston, had obtained 
from the Russian Government the contract 
to raise from the waters of the harbour of 
Sebastopol the numerous, vessels of ywar 
h were sunk there when the, allied ar- 
mies were besieging that spot Jong famous 
in the history of tho world, The magni- 
tude of this contract lias not been fully un- 
derstood in this country. Mr. Gowen has 
heretofore been favorably known to the 
world by his success im raising the U. S. 
steamship *Missouri’ from the waters of the 
Bay of Gibralter, 8 performance which en- 
gineors from England and other countries 
hind attempted in vain... It happened while 
at Gibralter, a Russian rl came. into 
the harbor in a damaged condition. To 
tho reliof of this vessel, Mr. Gowan sent a 
number of his men, refusing any coinpen- 
sation, and it is probablo that this act of 
courtesy, with the fame obtained by Mi. 
Gowen in the bringing up of the ‘Missouri,’ 
induced the Russian Government at the 
time they contemplated raising their sunk- 
en fleet, to send for him, whicli was done 
through the Russian Miuister in this coun- 
try. 

Mr. Gowen accordingly went to St. Pe 

tersburgh, had a number of interviews with 
the Grand Duke Constantine, and then 
proceeded across tho country to Sebastopol 
for the purpose of making a ae inves- 
tigation of the condition of the ships. He 
was engaged “in this business for several 
months, having a Russian stenmer at his 
disposal. Here he descended witht his sub- 
matine armor to the bottom of the harbor 
and examined the sunken vessels. He 
found that the channel of the harbor was 
in the middle, with banks upon both sides, 
that of the north being of sand, and that 
of the south of mud. In the sand there 
were no worms; in the mud they were 
quite plentiful; of course the vessels ex- 
posed to the attacks of the worms are now 
of but little value, but it fortunately hap- 
pens that buta small portion, comparative- 
ly, were sunk where they would suffer 
from the attacks of these worms. 
When the English and French approach- 
ed Sebastopol, the Russians, to protect their 
harbor, sunk at the entrance, between Korts 
Alexander and Constantine, two of the 120 
gun ships, two of the 88-gun, two frigates, 
and two corvettes. ‘The line occupied by 
these sunken vessels was about three-quar- 
ters of a mile long, the water being sixty 
feet deep. | Tho vessels sunk here were 
among the poorest in the fleet. In the 
great gale which was so fatal to the Eng- 
lish and French vessels in the Black Sea, 
this line was so much disturbed that the 
Allies, if they had known it, could easily 
have obtained an entrance to the harbour. 
This caused the Russians to sink a second 
line botween Fort Michael and Bort Nich- 
olas, about a mile inward, When tlhe Re- 
dan was captured by the Allies, all the 
balance of tho flect was sunk, preparatory 
to abandoning the place, ‘The following 
is a list of vessels sunk: 


15 lino of battle ships, 1 boom ship, 

7 frigates, 1 ten-gun yachit, 
5 corvettes, 23 transports, 

10 brigs of war, 165 steamers of War, 
5 schooners of war, 19 moerchart ships, 
5 tenders. 

The machinery of the steamer of war, 
before being sunk, was carefully covered 
with a preparation of tallow, to prevent 
injury from the water,  ‘lliey were scut- 
tled by boring 8 inch augur holes near the 
water line, and all this was done before tho 

English and French appeared before the 
dlace, for the Russians a not entertain the 

iden of defending it, and one division of 

the army had advanced nine miles on the 
op road, when word was brought that 
the English and French, instead of entering 
the city, had halted outside, and were for- 
tifying thoir position, It was then that 
the Russian army returned, built the earth 
redoubts, and made that long and stubborn 
defence which bas rendered the name of 

Sebastopol so famous, ‘Thus the Russian 

offivials at Sebastopol now tell the story, 


Mr. Gowen examined thirty ships, made |

and returned to St. Potersburgh. THe found 
that there were no less than thirteen com- 
petitors for the contracts from France and 
England, among the former being the com-

TIORRIBLE SUFFERINGS Of A MAN 
LOST ON THE PRAIRIE. 


On the 18th of December, a young man 
named, McCormick, about 18 years of age, | 
Started from a point on the Towa river, 4 
miles above Alden, to cross over to Wall 
Lake, a distance of 12 miles, with an ox 
team and sled load of provisions, for his 
home, THe had not proceeded far when he 
was overtaken by one of those violent snow 
storms & drifts which haye been so frequent 
this winter, and lost the road. After wan- 
dering about all day in the blinding and 
drifting snow, he took the cattle from the 
sled, in hopes they would: find their way 
home but this failed, Ho then deterinin- 
ed to leave his cattle, and by his own ef- 
forts try to find some human liabitation. 
He accérdingly started, taking his dog and 
gun, but the dog left him and went back 
to the sled, and he himself became s0 ex- 
hausted that he threw away his gun, 

Night soon set in, and the tempest raged 
with unabated violence, and giving himself 
up for lost, he sunte down in the snow, ne- 
ver expecting to rise again; but after rést- 
ing a short time, he made one more effort, 
and looking round ho found a lange snow 
bank, he succeeded in making himself a 
kind of burrow, into which ho crawled, 
and which ina good measure screened him | 
from the storm. Here he slept compara- 
tively comforable till morning. The storm 
continued tho next day, and he wandered 
about in a bewildered state, and during the 
long stormy day ho struggled desperately, | 
without knowing whither he was going — 
to find a settleoment—but in vain; and us 
night again spread her sable curtains over 
the desolate waste he sank down exhausted, 
benumbed, his limbs frozen, to die; but 
about 8 o'clock in the evening he heard) 
the barking of ndog. ‘This aroused him 
to mako a last effort for his life, but his | 
frozon limbs refused to do their office and 
hoe was compelled to crawl on his handa 
and knees. The dog kept ruuaing and | 
barking before him, and guiding his cour 
by hin ho dragged himself along oyér 2 
miles distance, and reachod a house about | 
2 o'clock in the morning, having been on 
tho prairie 44 houts without food or drink. 

He was brought to Alden, where he now 
lies in nv low emaciated and critical state. 
Ono of his legs hasbeen amputated ; and 
tho othor has literally rotted off above tho 
anuklo, and as soon as ho is ablo to undergo 
tho oporation, it will be amputated. 

Probably history doos not record a more 
horrible sufforing, yr a more desperate and 
prolongod struggle for life, than this young. 
man has undergone, Tinagination cannot} 
concslve his feolings while battling for life | 
or lis feolings now, whon ho thinks, in onse 
of recovery, ho will be left a deformed and 
hopeloss ovlpplo—-Dubugue Herald.

It will tend to 4 bettor understanding of 
tho effects of this Convention if a summary | 
review be taken of tho present extent of 
Krengh privileges as regards the Newfound- 
land Visherios. “ 

First,—By existing Treaties, the subjects 
of Franco enjoy the right of catching | 
and curing Codfish upon those, parts of 
Newfoundland lying between Cape John 
on the N. E., and Cape Ray on the *. W., 
in which privileges British subjects 
claim, and ‘have always claimed, a concur- 
rent right, and that claim has been offici- 
ally avowed and strongly upheld by the 
present Prime Minister of England, in a 
dispatch dated 10th July, 1888, whilst the 
sovereignty of the soil was and is indisput- 
ably reserved to England ; but by this Con- 
yention—although the French are not re- 
quired to relinquish their fishing privileges, 
the subjects of Great Britain are to be de- 
prived of their concurrent.rights between 
Capo John and Gaps Norman (about one- 
halfol the whole) and are expressly to be 
excluded from the sea shore between Nor- 
man and Rock Point at the mouth of the 
Humber, and from the best if not the only 
safe harbours along the whole Western 
Coast, from Cape yer to Cape Ray. 

By the like Treaties the subjects of 
France possess no right whatever to ap- 
proach or fish upon tho Coast of Bello Isle 
or Labrador, or any of the Islands. off the 
Coast of Newfoundland, except St. Pierrie 
} and Miquelon, nor to interfere with our 
Salmon Fisheries; yet by this Conyention, 
they are allowed the privileze of directly 
competing with English fishermen, upon 
| the best fishing ground on the Labrador, 
yiz., from Blane Sablon to’ Cape. Charles, 
on the coast of North Belle Isle, atid of 
curing fish on the latter Island; and also of 
appropriating the Tslands adjacent to the 
coast ; and’are, moreover, to be ena’ led, 
under the peculiar words introduced into 
| this convention, “Fishery. purposes,” and 
| by means of access to our rivers and creeks, 
to interfere with and materially to injure, if 
not to destroy our valuable Seal-net, Sal- 
mon, and Herring fisheries, both in New- 
foundland and on the South Coast of Lab- 
rador—Fisheries which if known were not 
much used at the date of the Treaty in 17- 
83, and to which it obviously had no refer- 
ence. 

Tn the name of an equivalent for making 
these important concessions to the citizens 
of France, and for imposing such disastrous 
conditions upon the subjects of Great Brit- 
ain, the exclusive use of the shores, from 
the Hamber to Cape Ray, is to be retained 
by the British, with the exception of the 
harbours of Port'au Port, Little Marbour, 
Red Island, and Codroy Island. Now, as 
these harbours and the circumference pre- 
scribed to each by Article 1, will_include 
every one along that shore, to and in which 
a vessel of any sizo can approach or lie, the 
act of the British Government in accepting 
a tract of Coastalroady their own—for 
the purpose of affording to their subjects 
tho means of settlement and fishory, and in 
the'same breath depriving those subjects 
of tlie only harbours by which’ either pur 
pose could be made available, is ono which 
—anlthough characterized by the Secretary 
of State as “concession,” is viewed very 
differently by those who will suffer from 
the i: jury. 


Bolleislo, and the exclusive rights in New- 
foundland, vow, for the present time, pro- 
nosed to be ceded to the Frenelh, will oper- 
ato to the prejudice ifnot extintion of Brit 
ish interests, and to the damage of British 
subjects, in a manner aud to an extent not 
known or contemplated by the Government 
of Bngland. 

The Salmon Fisheries alrendy alluded to, 
and the Soeal-not and Herring Fisheries, 
aro most important objects of Newfound- 
land industry, and a myne of wealth to the 
people of tho colony.

Jate years pre atladl between the British 
and the French fishermen on this const; 
the former haye accommodated themselves 
to the consequences of the Treaty of 
1783, and both understand their respective 
rights; with the exception ef occasional 
usurpation of Salmon fishérses by the French 
no disagreements had arisen or or were like- 
ly to arise, and no cause for further trea- 
ties, much Jess for farther coficessions, ex- 
isted. But if this Convention be confirm- 
ed, it will be in vain to expect that our 
fishermen—smarting under a sense of in- 
jury—will quietly submit to the direct in- 
terference and thwarting competition of 
strangers so unwarrantably intruded upon 
them, and broils and bloodshed will be the 
inevitable result of this unnatural Conyeu- 
tion, 
The importance to France of the Newfound- 
land fisheries, has been appreciated by that 
nation for nearly 800 years. In the early 
part of the 17th century, an active compe- 
tition sprang up between the British and 
French fishermen, when England began in 
1630 to supply the Spanish and Italian 
Markets, at Fiance then commenced that 
system of bonnties, which speedily made 
itself felt to the prejudice of the British. 

Tn 1777 no less than 20,000-French sea-

very next year, to 3397. 


ish Fisheries, in the absence of French fish- 
ermen, again flourished, and our national 
wenlth increased; for produce, to tho val- 
ue of three millions of pounds sterling, was 
exported froin Newfoundland in the single 
year of 1814. 

But when in that year peace was pro- 
claimed in Great Britain and Franco, and 
England, losing by her deplomacy what 
she had guined by her arms, again ceded 
to France fishing rights in Newfoundland, 
that’ power resumed Wer fostering care of 
them; hor bounties were forthwith revived ; 
her trade increased, foreigu conipetition, 
thus supported, well nigh overwhelmed 
British interests in this Colony. 

Our important Bank fisheries, which, ax 
fur back as 1680, employed from Devon- 
shire alone, 10 square rigged vessels, and 
of lator years numbered wpwards of 400, 
wero lost to the Wngtish, and are now trans- 
ferred to the French, to their advantage. 

At. présent there are fully 500  square- 
rigged vessels, and about 30,000 seamen, 
aunnally employed in the French fisheries 
of this Tanah ; their catch of fish is nearly 
equal to our own, and would be increased, 
ifthe want of bait did not interpose imped- 
iments to its more extensive prosecution, 

Long since the French must bave aban- 
doned. those fisheries as objects of profita- 
ble, commercial onterprise, had not their 
government) for national purposes upheld 
them. ‘Tho Report of a Commnittee of the 
National Assembly of France, upon their 
Newfoundland. Fisheries, presented and 
adopted on the 3rd of May, 1851, should 
not be forgotten in the consideration of this 
question.

sidered these crimos tnisdomohours, and pun- 

ishable accordingly. 


Asido from this view of tho question, ins | 
not socioty itself to blame, in w great mea- 

sure, for the immorality of those wlio com- 

pose it? And until a highor tone of virtue 

is introduced into tho social circle of many of 
those whose education and standing among 

their follow man, such as to render them 

oxamples to those loss favotred, wo have 

little to expect from the law as it “stands; 

hence the necessity of enacting such Jaws as 
will protect society from the repetition of 
these crimos, How often do we find, oven in 

tho highor walks of life, the seducor treated 
and fondled as tho pnrest of beings? Ilave 
wo not soon, he, whose illegitimate children 
aro known to be in want, permitted and tole- 
rated in the best society—introduced and 

permitted to associate with pure and virtuons 
childron, whose cars should never be defiled 
by the contaminated and criminal breath of 
the libertine? Yet such is the case in every 
community, no matter how large or how 
small, Let society set its face agdinst such 
persons—lot thoso who should bo the pat- 
terns to their less favoured fellow beings, sot 
the example of repudiating those fast young | 
men whose charactors do not bear investiga- 
tionjand shut the doors of their dwellings 
against theom—teach those of their house- 
hold, particularly the female portion, to look 
upon such as the moral lepors of society; 
and we should soon find that such examples 
would bring about good results—fewor 
cases of civil actions for damages for seduc- 
tion would disgrace our court calander, and a 
much less number of those inthe lower walks 
of society, ruined by the refined and accom- 
plished villany of those who now stalk about 
at noon day, basking in the sunshine of 
those from whiose presence they should be 
driven, And until this be done, our legisla- 
tors must enact such laws as will place be- 
yond the pale of society, st least for a time, 
tho seducer and adulterer. 

Upon a question of such moment to socie- 
ty, as this, we were not prepared to find a 
leading journal of the Province, advocating, 
and asserting the most pernicious of doc- 
trines, In commenting upon this Bill, the 
Leader says :— ’ 

“We are quite prepared to admit there are 
occasionally instances of seduction of the most 
heartless character; effected under a promise 
of marringé only made to be broken. But we 
would fain believe that such cases are rare in- 
decé, Rather would wesay with Corserr— 
we quote from memory—* that in the uofortu- 
“nate cases of illicit gratification there is gen- 
*ernily speaking no seduction at all; the pas- 
‘sion, the absence of virtue, the crime being 
“mutual.” In these cases the offonce is against 

morality, not against society; and itis hardly 
| possible co imagine anything that would be more 
mischievous than a law which should treat such 
cuses as crininal offences and make them punisha- 
ble with imprisonment.” 

Ts not reasoning of this kind beneath the 
dignity of one who aspires to be the leader 
ofthe Press in Canada? Tf “illicit gratitica- 
tion,” be “mutual,” then there is no case of 
seduction, and the proposed Iaw would not 
apply. But being a crime “against morali- 
ty,” as allodged by tho writer, should it not 
be punishable? Is the morality of a commu- 
nity, in which the young are thrown, of no 
consequence, that it would be highly “mis- 
chieyous,” to punish that immorality? Does 
not the perpetration of offences against mor- 
ality injure and effect society generally? 
Most assuredly it does, yet the Leader draws 
tha distinction and tolls he pearers, that 
| “offence against morality, isnot against 80- 
clety!” Whereis the distinction to be drawn? 
If society bo not moral, and yirtnons, where 
js the safety in life? And does not society 
degenerate wherever morality is not the 
standard of allitsactions? Immoral pereons 
infect the whole Jeayen of that society in 
which they are permitted to commingle,thore- 
fore the infringement of the moral code, is an 
outrage against socloty. But the Leader 
does not stop hore, ho proceeds :— 

“ Asto the other case referred to in Mr. Came 
gnox’s bill—the seduction of married women— 
let us ask the reader if, during the whole course 
of his life, he ever knew of auch a case, where 
the husband was not primarily to blame? Such 
enses may oconr, but they are rare indeed, Per- 
haps in nine hundred and ninoty-nine cases out 
of every thousand of criminal conversation with 
married women, the husbands are themselves 
the enase of it; but the blame soldom falls in 
the right quarter, A husband contracts hab- 


its of intemperance; ho gives his time to any- 
body but his wife; he is never at home in the 
eyoning, and whon he docs arrive beja in # state 
of b Lintoxication, Sach aman has, to all 
intents and purposes, broken his marringo vow 
and released his wife from hers. Ue drives bor 
into othor associations; she has losy the care 
and the affection of her husband; he is no long: 
er her husband, butin name; he drives her to 
seek protection olovwhore, aud—she fale.”

Tho doctrine here luid down {8 derorallz- 
ing aud dangerous to soolety. We are told 
that tho ilusago of a husband is a releaso of 
tho woman's marriage vow, and indirectly, 
that hor fall, in consequence, 14 justifiable. 
If the husband be tho brate represented in 
tho abovo, fof, except those whose moral 
principles aro eimilar to those of the writer 
of the above, will agroo fn the dootrine that 
two wrongs make a right. If it bo true that 
ninety nine out of overy hundred oases of 
adultory be the olfypring of bad treatment on 
the partof the huaband; then doos it not fol- 
low, that the law should protect auch women 
from the libertine, Who, knowing tho unfor- 
tunato position of hls ylotim, takos advantage 
of it, and sonda ruin and dismay into an 
hithorto virtuous household, and cast a family 

soor and degraded upon society. Is any pun= 
ishmont too great forsuch aman? Docs not 
sooloty demand that such a being should be 
shut out fromtho world, until punishment 
has taught him better, and made him more 
virtuous, Tho question Js again to como up 
before tho House, and wo trust that the prin- 
ciplo of Mr, Cameron's Bill will bo adopted.

transmitted to thein by their forefathers.— 
The king, of conrse, was the supremo head 
ovor the Magyars, but all his actions were 
dictated by the voice of the, people. The 
next ruling powor tothe king, was the Mag- 
nat-Table, composed of men velonging to the 
rank of tho highest nobility. . This national 
assembly was the safe-guard of the people, 
and its President was called the ‘ Palatine” 
of Hungary, who, in many instances, had a 
Greater power and control over the people 
of Hungary, than tho king hithself. ‘Tlie 
country was divided into States; each State 
having itsown governor, national assembly, 
and independent laws froin the other States: 
The election of a Governor, Vice Governor, 
andvall the weinbers for the national assern- 
bly, was done through the free cléction of 
the people, and the man who received the 
highest nuiber of votes was chosen to re- 
present or to rule the people. This govern- 
or and national assembly were under the 
control of the Mngnat-Tuble, and this again 
under the control of the National Assembly 
of entire Hungary, which is called “The Diet 
of Hungary.” ‘Thisr great) and national as- 
rornbly came together every three years, and 
every Stato sent ity representatives to the 
Diet. Tho king himself was obliged to pre- 
side over this assembly, and every national 
transaction, like, per example, the introduc- 
tion or enaction of a law, increase of taxes, 
&., must jaye passed this Dict before it 
became a legal law of the people. The pros- 
perity of the country was greatly considered 
on such occasions, and the constitutional 
rights of the Magyars decidedly gnarded and 
enforced Ly the representatives of the peo- 
ple, and whosoover attempted to destroy the 
frecdom of Hungary and its sacred constitu- 
tion, was considered a traitor to his country 
and people, and punished accordingly. ‘The 
pride of the ancient Hungarians was, their 
country’s constitutional government; ‘and 
their constitutional king. They were very

Tho Hungarlins looked upon hin as upon a 
voit king of HWungayy, and predicted the 
apelin and grestuess of their nation, if it 
should bo long goverved by this manly and 
kind Monaroh, Bat, alas! all their bopes 
wore at once wrecked, and scarcely had they 
commenced to rejoice, when tho hand of 
death carried away their king, who fell in 
battle, after the short reign of three years. 
Aftor tho death of King Otto, the throne 
of Hangary was re-ascended by the doposed 
king Poter I., who protmised tho people to 
bo a Lotter ruler in Suro: But when bo 
saw himself againvon the throne of Hungary 
ho disregarded his own promises, and with- 
out Improving his habits, ho commonged 
again to Qixrogard and misyae the people 
priviloges ; for which reason the pooplo de- 
thronod hitn again, after he had reigned for 
three years, placed him in prison, and had 
His oyos pat out. He was justly punished ; 
with’ the samo panishment whioh he had 
infliotod upon many hundreds of his fellow~ 
citizens, who had opposed his tyranny.

The Reeling Sickness is nover infectious, 
but generally incurable. Its first symptons 
are a waekness in the gait, anda disposition 
in tho animal affected to remain separate 
from the flock, The head is thrown into; 
fn unnatural posture, generally on one side. 
‘The animal then begins to turn round al- 
ways in one direction—stumbles and falls 
repeatedly, sometimes with the head under 
the body, then ceases to feed, and soon dies, 

Lambs and yearlings only ave usually li- 
able to this disorder, and very rarely sheep 
over two years old. The seat of the disor- 
der is always to be discovered on the brain 
where one or more blisters are formed and 
filled with a watery secretion. 

The origin of this complaint, and ofcourse 
the proper preventive treatment, remain as 
yet undiscoyered, A cure is sometimes ef- 
fected by an operation through the skull to 
let off the water. 

‘The first step in this case isto examine 
theskull carefully, in search of a soft spot 
in the bone which usitally indicates the spot 
affected. ‘The skull is then perforated with

a trocar, accompanied by a tube through. 


which the water may escape; after which 
the tube also is withdrawn and a few drops 
of the essence of myrrh applied to the aper- 
ture. This operation is sometimes success- 
fal, but more often the reverse. If it suc- 
ceeds, however, in only one cure out of five, 
it seems worth the trial, since without some 
relief the sheep must certainly perish,

ter, The married woman stands jn a very 
different position in law and inequity, In 
law the individuality of the wife is rout to 
that of the husband, aud her property is no 
longer at her own disposal. In equity itis 
still retained by her, Great hardships ve 
sult not unfrequently from the control thus 
given to tho husband by the lay oyer the 
property of the wife. Ie may destroy it, 
may remove it utterly from her grasp and 
render herself and children absolute beg-| 
gars. Whiile equity offers the moans of 
protection, there are few who have tle 
means or tha wish to avail thomselyes of 
those means, and often women feels that at 
marriage their property passes from their 
coutvol without knowing thit they have 
the ability to secure it. The idea of mar- 
riage soitlements is unknown except among 
the wealthier classess, while the poor, even 
if they knew it; would not think it worth 
while to make provision for the security of 
whiat they may not then possess... Every 
one may observe in large cities the mis- 
evies entailed upon the wife of a man who, 
from sobriety and respectability has fallen 
into dissolutness, bringing his family into 
poverty, while the wife who desires to pro- 
tect her children from the consequences of 
shis state, is deprived of the ability to do 
so. Ifer earnings may be sufficient to 
maintain herself and children in respecta- 
bility, yet, at any moment the husband 
may step in and sweep them away, to 
squander for his own gratification. In the 
higher classes of society marriagecontracts 
ani settlements are often made by which 
the wife is secured in the hands of trustees, 
while in the lower walks of life, where such 
security is more needed, where there are 
not the same security against the change 
of fortune, this provision is unknown,— 
The Jaw should be made her protector.— 
Cases are not unfrequent in which the hus- 
band haying been separated for a long 
time from the wife, has suddenly returne 

and seized upon the entire accumulations 
of years. The difference between a wo- 
mnan’s position and rights in law and equity, 
present a strange anomaly, and affords one 
of the strongest arguments for their union. 
A wide distinction exists also between her 
personal property and real estate as to her 
power of control. A will made before mar-, 
riage is rendered yoid by marriage. The 
husband may change his will after con- 
tracting matrimony, while the wife whose 
property has not been protected by con- 
tract has lost all power over it, This can- 
not be just. If this bill is passed, changes 
must be made in other laws to hormonize 
with it. At present the husband is re- 
sponsible for all the debts of his wite con- 
tracted before marviage. ‘lis is a princi- 
ple not founded upon reason or justice — 
Phe husband should be responsible only 
for the debts ofthe wife to the extent of 
the property acquired with her. In most 
of the States of the Union, protections have 
been thrown around the rights of married 
women’s property. In Tngland, also, 
changes are about to be made upon the 
principle of the present Bill, Tt is un- 
doubtedly true that the cases for which 
this Bill provides, security are the e: 
tions and not the rule, but for these 
tions, law must furnish protection.

law must be tho trustee and prevent their 

being deprived of their rights which justly 


belong to them. It must provide for the 
poor those safeguards whicly the rich now 
may enjoy by marriage contracts and set- 
tloments. 

Attorney General MACDONALD said, 
that the present law required amendment, 
but he was not sure that in some respects 
the Bill did not go too far.

it may be prevented by violent friction of 
the back and belly and driving the sheep 
rapidly. ‘These remedies aro assisted by a 
perio dose of lime water, which should 

6 repeated half an hour afterwards, tak- 
ing care that the lime is good and not pre- 
viously airslacked, 

If tho attack is so violent as to leave no 
timefor these remedies, an opening must 
bo made in the paunch withthe trocar and 
sheath—an operation which cannot easily 
be described but may be exhibited without 
any difficulty to any persons unacquainted 
with it.

diseases of sheep which I haye had no op- 
portunity of attendiug to porsonally,—and 
also tho whole series of external injurios to 
which sheep aro Iinblo—and in tho treat. 
mont of which onch man’s experionoe is 
his best guide, 

A writer for the Now York Farmer ob- 
serves, ‘I am told on credible authority, 


tliat a gentleman who was losing his sheep 
without apparent causa, bad occasion to use 
some clay about his house in the winter, 
and observed that his sickly flock ate it 
with avidity ; he caused a lond to bo plac- 
ed in their yard, much of which was de- 
youred and his sheep}speedily recovered. 

As acure, therefore, [ would recommend 
clay to be placed in the sheop yard, which 
can, at worst do no barm, as the animals 
will not eat it unlesa prompted by instinct; 
or when it is practicable, the boughs or 
branches of resinous trees, as the pine and 
hemlock, may ba given to the flock in lim- 
ited qnantities. Toots of any edible kind 
will also be highly sorvicable. As a pre- 
ventative in future, I advise sheep-farmers 
to raisé and lay in a good stock of ruta-ba- 
ga or other turnips, which aro hot only the 
healthiest but cheapest food for winter con- 
sumption of sheep.

It isa snare and a dela- 
sion, Itsoothos the oxcited nervous syatem 
at tho timo, to render it more irritable and 
more feeble ultimately. — It is like opium in 
that respoot, and if you want to know all the 
wrotchednoss which this drag can produce, 
you should road. tho ‘confession of an opium 
cater.’ Loan always distinguish by his come 
ploxion, aman who smokes much, and the 
4ppoarance which the faces prosont isan une 
orring guide to the habits of such aman, I 
beliove that cases of gonoral paralysis aro 
moro frequent in England than thoy ussd to 
bo, and I suspect that smoking tobacco is ono 
of tho causes of that incroaso,”

CANTON IN FLAMES. _~ 


(From the Ojerland Friend of China.) 

On Monday morning at daylight, armed 
bodies left tho ships for the purpose of 
setting fire to the western suburbs of Can- 
ton, a mensurd which if before carried out, 
might have tended to show the Chinese 
we aro now ditermined to give them their 
deserts, and have checked that course of 
obstinacy they seem bent on pursuing.— 
Tho ‘Encouster’s’ people landed at the 
Shameon Fojt, the ateacbud at Howqua's 
pack houses the ‘Niger's’ and ‘Folly’s' took 
the hongs between tho remains of the old 
fire and Facjory creek, while the shore par- 
ty walked irto Carpenter square and streets 
in that diregtion. Tho etiale thing was 
80 unexpected that the Chinese found the 

lace in a blaze before they could realize 
it, Unfortunately some of the 50th’s par- 
ty went too far back and unexpectedly 
found themself assailed by stones and fire- 
arms from the city wall, Three of ourmen 
being knocked down, the braves rushed on 
them, and in an instant cut their heads off. 
Fortunatdy, though wounded in two places 
and faint the third made a run for it, and 
succeeded in escaping to the rest of the 
party, five of whom, including an officer, 
were alto wounded, one or two badly.— 
Tho fire rose rapidly and ‘extended back 
fully a quarter of a mile, thence scattered 
occasionally by shot and shell from the 
ships and Folly, Nor did the city escape, 
an extensive blaze about the Yamun ti 
lowed some of the Folly’s carcasses. 

From Foochiow otir dates are to the 20th 
of January. Teas were arriving slowly 
and extreme prices were being paid. Sev- 
eral chops of Congou lad been taken at 
14 taels, the quality of which was not bet- 
ter than that of teas bought in October 
last for 8 tacls. The settlement were 14,- 
600 chests of Congou at 0,23 taels, and 
1,600 half chests of Oolongs at 9} to 124 
taels, Two vessels had left for England, 
and three were on the berth, The Amer- 
ican ship ‘Golden Racer,’ laden with tim- 
ber for Shanghao, struck on a rock at the 
entrance ofthe Min, and became a total 
wreck ; the crew were saved.

There is, moreover, 
no question between the Chinese and the 
Portuguese Governments. They are on 
excellent terms, which it is the object and 
wish of both to preserve. Of foreigners 
there are about 70 Americans here, inclu- 
ding women and children; of English, 
French and German, and European Portu- 
guese, not including the garrison and naval 
force, there may be about a hundred. ‘The 
defences of the place are several judiciously 
placed forts, all built over 225 years ago, 
about 300 artillerymon, a brig-of-war of 
16 gunsgand an armed lorcha of six.

THE LATEST NEWS.

All foreign business is not only suspend- 
ed but entirely at an end, both here, at 
Hong Kong and at Canton. Since my 
last letter the greater part of the Western 
suburbs of the latter city in which were 
situated nearly all the warehouses, shops, 
&e., concerned in foreign trade, has been 
consumed. Of tlie total destruction of the 
foreign factories, you will have heard by 
my last letter, The Chinese have comput- 
ed their losses in houses, go-downs, shops, 
&e., at over 4000 buildings, up to the pre- 
sent time; and ‘in merchandize, and the 
value of the above property, they state 
their loss at £10,000, which is not probably 
far from the truth, We cannot, of course 
know, very accurately the damage sustain- 
ed by the city of Canton since the bom- 
bardment commenced, 28th October last, 
but as the latter las been kept up with 
more or less pertinacity, to within a few 
days ago, when the English Admiral re- 
tired with his forces from before the city. 
It is fair to suppose that the Chinese do 
not over estimate the loss of life, when they 
state it at 70,000—of all ages and sexes. 

Everything favors this calculation, as it 
is well known that the streets are ex- 
ctedingly narrow, the population of great 
density, the means or the power to move 
within tho reach of comparatively few; 
while the custom of closing the gates of 
every street, during a period of public 
danger, creates immense loss of life—by a 
sudden movement of the populace. To say 
nothing of the other distresses which have 
been riveted upon them and which are in- 
seperable from such a condition of things, 
the total destruction of the trade of the 
place, the interruption to all the daily avo- 
cations of the people, &ec., are very oppres- 
sive in their effects. Still, up to the pre- 
sent moment, the Chinese do not make the 
slightest concession, The Viceroy, Yeh, 
in all his official documents, is as firm at 
this moment as when the Arrow lorcha 
was seized by his officials on the 8th Oct. 
last. ‘The people, too, are even more bit 
ter and exasperated against the English 
and perhaps all foreigners ; and notwith- 
standing their distress and their sufforings 
their opposition to everything which bears 
the appearance of reconcilliation or terms 
of any kind, is greater than ever. 

At Hong Kong a moat comprohnsive 
scheme to poison the foreign community 
was planned by a Chinabaker named Esing, 
who mixed a large Auer of arsenic in 
the bread baked on for the consumption of 
the 16th instant, Upward of four hundred 
porsons wore poisoned ; many had the most 
narrow escapes, but itis not ascertained 
that a single porson*died, The quantity 
of arsenic was too large, so that immedi- 
ately aftor eating ierbrenal sickness and 
naseau followed, and the poison was thus 
ejocted*from the aomath Tho offects, 
however, are many, and up to this moment 
may still be seon. Since then another at- 
tempt line been made, but on a much more 
moderato scale, through poisoned oranges 
a quantity of which [about 6000 in number 
was introduced into the colony. It failec 
however, in this instance, too little of the 
poison had been absorbed by tho fruit, al- 
though two deaths took place, and thoy 
Chinese, » The Chinese have a method of 
poisoning oranges by piorcing them in the 
first instance with minuto holes and then 
placing thom over the vapor of the poison:

ENGLAND AND THE CHINESE. 


The National Intelligencer publishes the 
following letter, from a source in which 
the editors of that journal place entire con- 
fidence ; 

London, March 12, 1857. 

It may bo interesting to you to know 
something as to the operations of this Goy- 
ernment in regard to Chinese affairs be- 
yond what we all know from the debates 
in Parliament. 

In the first place, we are in earnest, and 
the greater the objection to Ministerial 
measures on the part of the Commons, the 
more will the energies of Ministers be  dis- 
played in preparing material for a revision 
of the Chinese treaty, the greater the ex- 
ertions of the Admirality to put into the 
hands of Lord Elgin the power to discuss 
the treaty at the mouth of Peiho and off 
Nankin, in the meantime closing the doors 
of Commorce at Canton, Foo-Chow, and 
other ports. 

Long boloro the present Parliament 
comes to an end such negotiations will have 
inaugurated in China as will put it out of 
the power of any Ministry to suspend them. 
There can be no backing out; we must “go 
alicad,” as you Americans say, and put our 
relations with China on a permanent basis. 
France isin for it, and has adopted, as we 


learn from the best authority, moas- 
ures identical with our own to ob- 
tain this desirable end, It will be fgr- 


tunate for all, and especially for China, if 
tho United States should join us in settling 
the presont question, You havea large 
interest in the matter, and you cannot well 
stand aloof; you may not tmako war, but 
you can help. us to make peace, and . you 
may bo assured that your co-operation 38 
oarnestly sought by England and France.

| LOSS OF 'THE SCHOONER YASHION, 


The Rochester Union, of the 2nd inst, 
contiins tho following particulars of the 
loss of the schoonor “ Fnshion :"— 

Tho first disastor of the season on the 
lakes, ocourred this morningon Lake On- 
{nvio, but a few miles from our harbor. 
The schooner Fashion, of Bond Head, left 
that place yosterday bound for this port, 
with a cargo of three hundred and five bar- 
roils of flour, consigned to Darling & Co., 
commission merchant of this city, Tho 
Weather was very heavy, anddaring the 
litter part of the day and last night there 
Was 4 strong gale and tremendous sea ran- 
ning, The Fashion Jabored hard in the 
sea, and early in the night sprang @ leak, 
Captain Gibson, with a crow of five men, 
did All he could to keep the vessel afloat, 
ind steered for the Geneseo River. The 
water gained rapidly, and the schooner 
was Water-logged and unmanageable. A- 
bout two o'clock this morning, when the 
Fashion was about five miles off this har- 
bor, she capsized. Captain Gibson and 
crew took tho small boat and headed for 
sliore, which they succeeded in reaching, 
though some of the men suffered intensely 
from the cold. Thoir escape was indeed a 
fortunate one. ; 

From the direction in which the wind 
was blowing, it was thought the wreck 
would go ashore on Irondequoit Bar, and 
it may have done so ere this. The flour 
which washed overboard was drifting upon 
the beach quik west of the piers, and the 
consignees have sent men there to look af- 
ter the property. Tho Fashion was nota 
large vessel, ior was she n new ong. We 
do not hear that tho vessel or cargo wero 
insured. 

Larer—tTho wreck of the Fashion drift- 
ed ashore two miles or more west of the 
piers this morning, and lies there a total 
wreck, The seas are breaking over her, 
and may soon tear her in pieces. A hun- 
dred barrels or more of the flour have 
washed ashore and been hauled upon the 
Jand. 

The Maple Leafarrived about noon, hay- 
ing left Cobourg at 6,a.m.. She had a 
large load of passengers. She encountered, 
A very heavy sea going over yesterday, and 
was eight hours in reaching Cobourg, She 
could not discharge in time to leave at her

Tho private watehman of Messrs, Cuttor 
& DeForrest, while on duty on Sunday 
morning, and whilé passing through the 
alloy-way at the north end of their work- 
shop on Washington street, shortly after 
ond o'clock, discovered a light in the third 
story of tho building. Ho immediately 
broke in the door and rushed up stairs, 
whiero he fonnd flames proceeding from 
near the chimney, in tho corner of that sto- 
ry. The flames mado rapid progress, and 
owing to the large quantity of dry shavings 
and lumber in the work-shops, it was soon 
apparent that there was no hope of saying 
that building, and the exertions of the fire- 
moti were chiefly directed to protecting tho 
adjoining property, The building, occupi- 
ed by J. Roberts & Co, D. P. Costello, J. 
Smith's (“Shades,”) ™. Taylor and othors, 
suffered some by fire and some by water, of 
which there appoared to be an abundance. 
The work-shop and warehouses of Messrs. 
Cutler & DoForrest, which were destroyed, 
had afrontago of abolit one hundred feet on 
Washington Street, running back to the 
roar ot thoir store on Main Street, 
and stirrounded by an alley; it was four 
stories and had a basement. Tn this build- 
ing was their workshop, in which they 
had stored a Jargo quantity of séasoned 
lumber and new furniture, most of which 
was destroyed, Some of the furniture was 
removed, but in the hurry it was more or 
less damaged. We learn at the counting- 
room of Messrs, Cutlor & Delorrest that 
the building which was owned by the firm, 
and the stock of furniture, &e., were valued 
at about 70,000 to 75,000 dollars, and that 
the insurance was only 30,000 dollars, mak- 
ing their loss about 40,000 dollars, Other

WHEAT CROP IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


Tho Rochester Union says:—We have

He has, we believe, one 
small steamer, by which he can cruise on 
some portions of the Jake, Granada was 
destroyed, though being rebuilt, ns we learn 
from private sources. The whole of the 
San Juan River, the chivf outlet of the 
lake, is in the possession of the Costa Ricans, 
within a yery short distance of itsmouth 
at San Juan del Norte, or Greytown. The 
impossibility of receiving supplies, or of 
escape, by that route, is adinitted by Col. 
Lockridge’s words and acts; in fact, all 
communication with the seaboard in that 
direction is at an end. Tho only way by 
which he can receive supplies and reintorce- 
ments, or can escape, is by the Pacific 
ocean. Whatever has been sent, or whoever 
has gone to his aid, to San Juan de Nica- 
ragua, must bo reshipped to Aspinwall, 
cross the isthmus to Panama, and take the 
chances of means of transit slong the coast 
Rivas or San Juan del Sur, and the fur- 
ther chance of finding the communication 
open when that place is reached. 
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THE OSTEND MANIFESTO TO BE 
PLAYED OUT—THE BUCIANAN 
GOVERNMENT QUARRELLING

From the New York Herald, April 17. 
Mr. Morse, the special commissioner 
sent by the Pierce administration to Bego- 
ta, charged with the settlement of the dif- 
ficulties arising out of the Panama massa- 
ore of 14th April, 1856, and outof the new 
laws of that republic in reference to tonnage 
duties, and increased impost on mail mat 
ter passing through the isthmus, has been 
completely unsuccessful in his mission—

Minister there, Mr. Bowlin, then submitted 
an ultimatum that the New Granadian'go- 
yornment pay an indemnification of $400,- 
000 for the affair of Panama, and grant 
cortain concessions as to the right of inter- 
vention by the United States in the Police 
government of the Isthmus, What the 
concessions were lind not transpired in Bo- 
gota at the time of the doparture of the 
ails, Tho ultimatum, however, was pe- 
remptorily rejectetl. ‘Choroupon Mr. Morse

Tn Michigan, Wisconsin, Northern Ili- 
nois and [owa, and generally wherever the 
winter wheat was protected ie snow from 
the unusual severity of the cold, the wheat 
fields gave promise of abundant crop, and 
the season is now so far advanced that ap- 
prehensions have ceased to exist of frost 
coming to blight the growing grain. 

In Central Illinois the prospect is less 
favorable. A protracted drouth during the 
season and the hard winter through which 
we have just passed combined to destroy 
the fall sowing, and the farmers are in some 
cases ploughing up large fields for spring 
crops. 

Further south, on the other hand, in the 
latitude of Virginia and below, there is a 
promise of a plentiful harvest. 

In the great variety of soil and ¢limate 
which the country affords, it commonly oc- 
curs that any short-coming in the product 
of one district is made up by an abundant 
yield in‘ other sections; und this compen- 
sation may be counted upon with more 
confidence the present season to prevent 
any déticiency in the aggregathe of the 
crop, because, taking the country over, the 
breadth of land sown was unusually large.

MOUSE OF ASSEMBLY, 

THE DILL TO AID THE GRAND TRUNK RALIROAD. 
Tho Instecron OxyeRat introduced 
this bill by sisply explaining that he pro- 
posed to give up the government lien upon 
the road tillit paid six per cent, and until 
debts against it were discharged. The 
present appliances were not suflicient to 
make the road pay. £190,000 were requi- 
red for rolling stock alone. 

Mr. Rontxson enqured if the original 
contract to extend’the road to Sarnia was 
to be adheared to 4 

The Ivsrrcron Genera replied that it 
would bo, or at least he knew of no reason 
why it should not be. 

Mr. Brown had no confidence whatever 
either in the preceedings or promises of the 
Grand Trunk. He pointed out that the 
passengers and freight carried oyer tho 
Quebee and St. Thomas branch of the road 
were carried at a ruinous cost; and that 
extending the road to the river Deloup 
would but augment tho ruin, 

Tho Inspeeron Guyenat replied that 
the present Ministry wero not responsible 
for the road, or its management; that it 
was the work of a previous government. 

Mr. Srexce merely contradicted Mr. 
Brown in his statemonts. Ie added, that 
the government should secure this work 
for Canada. 

Mr. Brown read extracts from the Can- 
adian News, published in London, Eng- 
land, to show that the road paid but 
£5,000, £6,000, aud £7,000 a woek for 
many wooks ata timo; and that Mr, Cay- 
Joy's statement, that it paid upwards of 
£14,000 was exceptional, and only for a 
single week, 

Mr. Cayiny rend extracts from roturns 
of tho Company, showing that the road 
paid much more, making an average of bo- 
tween £10,000 and £11,000 a week, 

Mr, Joun Hittvanp Camenon admitted 
that the present Govornmoent were not al- 
together responsible for the road or its 
managomont, JLo complained that no in- 
formation was givon to the Houso of what 
had beon done undor tho bill of last session. 
Ifo contended that it would have beon 
much more manly in the government to 
havo proposed to. abandon tho loan to the 
Grand Trunk altogothor than to do what 
amounted to it; yet tho bill did not say so 
The government practically abandoned tho 
loan, but refused to acknowledge it, 

Mr, Cayiny again oxplained that tho 
prosent government wore not responsible 
for tho difficultios attonding the road,

GRAND TRUNK RELIEF. 


It is much to bo regretted, that a great 
work liko the Grand Trunk Railway should 
be brought into contempt by the periodical 
begging that takes place in tho shape of re- 
lief Bills, brought down by the Ministry of 
the day, impelled, we must presume, from 
tho pressure without, and the immense in- 
fluence this mammoth corporation can bring 
to bear, not only upon the Government of 
the country, but upon the members of the 
Honse, and the people generally. It will be 
readily remembered that when the Grand 
Trunk scheme was first inaugarated, it was 
heralded forth to the people of this Province 
as being undertaken tinder the ans- 
pices of men whose names were a tower 
of strength—tho mere mention of whom 
would bring down the money lenders and capi- 


talists of England to their knoos, and solicit 
the fuyour of being allowed to invest their 


surplus capital intany undertaking with which 
theso great_ mon had connected themselves. 
Time rolled on, and through scheming of va- 
rious kinds, all tho charters which had been 
granted by our Legislature, namely ;—the 
“Montreal and Kingston,” and * Kingston 
and Toronto,” werd surrendered, and becamo 
swallowed up in the great mainmoth Grand 
Trunk Charter.

means of the Company, After this wo had 
tho Grand Trunk Charter, and the guarantee 
of £3,000 por milo, reserving to the Province 
a lion upon the Road, for tho interest upon 
such guarantoo, though it was repeatedly ns- 
sorted by Mr. Hinoks, that so rich woro tho 
contractors and the company, that a frao- 
tion of this guaranteo would nover bo asked. 
Undor those favornblo ciroumstances, tho 
atook of tho company was thrown into tho 
English market, but so groody wero thoso 
who thon controlled tho affairs of the com- 
pany, and 80 great was tho desire to specu- 
lato, that part of tho stock was withheld, and 
tho balance kept in such hands as would 
enable them to speculate, and fleoce the peo- 
plo of England, ‘This cours rosulted in ore- 
ating a want of confidenco in tho whole 
schomo; and tho contractors, backed by 
THinokg, looked upon as so many sharpors.

ON THE DISORDERS OF SHEEP. 


WORMB IN THE NKAD OF BILD, 


Concluded, 

Thero oxlits, in some parts of the coun« 
vucies of fly, of the same gonus with 
hich deposits eggs in the hair of 
horses, and causes botts. This fly attacks 
sheep, from about the middle of acta to 
the middle of September, doposits its eggs 
in tho nostril of the animals, aud causes 
thoso worms, which so fre nontly destroys 
them, The Mechanic's Varatta recom~ 
mond as a preventive, ‘covering the nos- 
trils of sheop with a list of gauzy substance, 
through which the animal can roile and 
keoping it in its placo by somo adhesive 
substance.’ We doubt, however, tho prac- 
ibility of keeping it in its placo by any 
‘adhesive substance’ Another provyen- 
tive which sheep owners tell us is of fectual, 
is to keep tho noses of the sheep constant 
ly smirched with tar, from about the mid- 
dle of August to the latter ond of Septem- 
ber. If tho sheop swallow somo of the tar 
so much the better, as it provents or cures 
tho rot, and confirms their health, 
If tho fly has performed its mischievous 
function, and tho seeds of the disorder are 
already sown, you may mako use of the 
following; 

‘Take halfa pound of good Scotch snuff, 
pour two quarts of boiling water on it, stir 
it_and let it stand till cold, inject about a 
table ypoouthl of this liquid and sediment 
up each nostril of tho sheep with a syringe, 
This must be repeated three or four times 
at proper intervals, from the middle of Oc- 
tober to the first of January; the grubs are 
then small and are much easier destroyed 
than afterwards, and have not injured the 
sheep as they will, if deferred until Jater. 
Half an ounce of assafeetida, pounded ina 
little water, and added to the snuff will 
make it more effectual. The owner of the 
sheep need not be alarmed when the oper- 
ation is performed, to see the sheep very 
drunk and apparently in the agonies of 
death, as they will in a few minutes recoy- 
er. Inever know any bad effects to follow, 
Dry snuff may be blown up the nose with 
a ull and have a good effect; but it is a 
tedious dirty job. Ihaye tried vinegar, 
and blue dye with little or no success, 

Instead of ‘Scotch snuff’ a decoction of 
tobaco will answer thé ptirpose. A gentle- 
man who owns a large flock of sheep, in- 
forms us that he had used it with perfect 
success. Spirits of turpentine have been 
injected into the nostrils of sheep, as a rem= 
edy for worms; but that substance appears 
to possess one material disadvantage, which 
would preclude its use for that purpose, viz. 
when thrown info the ncs‘ril it kills the 
sheep as well as the worms. } 

Mr. Alexander Reed, of Washington, 
Penn., in an article on the management of 
sheep, published in the N.E. Farmer, vol. 
iii, p. 60, observed that danbing the sheep’s 
nose with tar, is considered a protection 
against this enemy. What experience I 
have had, is rather culculated to strength- 
en my opinion. I have always made free 
use of tar Among my sheep, and I do not 
know that I ever lost one by the worms in
